MAY INTEREERE 


If President Palma Is Unable to 


Crush Insurrection. 


AN EXPEDITION IS SENT OUT 


Many Men Who Fought Against Spain 


Tender Their Services to the Gov- 
ernment — Cuban Army to Be Re- 
cruited to Its Full Strength—Un- 
easiness Caused by the Uprising. 


Havana, Aug. 
21.—Although 
the 


government feels itself able to sup- 
press the uprising, a feeling of unrest 
is caused by the conduct of the insur- 
rectionary movement in the western 
part of Cuba. 


There is considerable discussion as 


to whether, in the event of Cuba be- 
ing unable to suppress the insurrec- 
tion, she should ask the United States 
for assistance, or whether the United 
States may not intervene under the 
terms of the Plait amendment with- 
out such request being prefened. 


President Palma issued a decree 


placing General Rafael Montalvo. sec- 
retary public works, in direct charge 
of all military operations againfet the 
insurgents. President Palrna also de- 
creed the increase of the rural guards 
to 4,000, the number contemplated in 
the bill introduced at the last session 
of congress. 
Many mea who served 


as officers in the Cuban revolutions 
against Spain visited or telegraphed 
President Palma tendering him their 
services to suppress the insurrection. 


A special train took 
100 rural 


guards from Santa Clara and 50 artil- 
lerymen from Havana to Pinar Del 
Rio. Not even railroad officials were 
informed of the precise point of dis- 
embarkation of these forces. 


It is evident that the Pinar Del Rio 


insurgents are concentrating in the 
•vicinity of the city of Pinar Del Rio, 
intent on occupying it for their head- 
quarters. 


Both government and railway tele- 


graph wires were cut between Conso- 
lacion Del Sur and Pinar Del Rio sev- 
eral hours. 
Finally a guarded train 


took workmen from Pinar Del JRio 
and repaired the lines. The workmen 
were not molested, but it is expected 
that the telegraph wires will be cut 
again. Telephone wires in that region 
•were cut. 


Numberless rumors are afloat of 


fighting in the western part of the 
province of Havana. 


Several more arrests were made in 


•Havana of persons suspected of aid- 
ing the insurrection. Some small 
quantities of arms and ammunition 
have been seized. 


A conspiracy was discovered at Ma- 


tanzas and the authorities are in pos- 
session of a list of names of those 
alleged to be connected with the plot, 
several of whom were arrested.

NEGRO TROOPS 


WERE SHIPTED 


War Department Made the Move to 


End Texas Trouble. 


WHITE MEN AT FORT BROWN 


Colored Soldiers Ordered to Another 


Station on the Rio Grand but Were 
Not Sent Out of the State—Army 
Officer Trying to Get at the Bottom 
of the Affair. 


Washington, Aug. 21.—Peace is in 


sight now 
on 
the Texas side of 


the Rio Grande since orders were 
issued by the military secretary, Ma- 
jor General F. C. Ainsworth, for the 
transfer of colored troops from Fort 
Brown, Tex., where there has been 
serious trouble between citizens and 
soldiers, to Fort Ringgold, Tex., about 
100 miles above Fort Brown, also on 
the Rio Grande. One company of the 
Twenty-sixth 
infantry, made up of 


white men, was ordered to Fort Brown 
to take the place of colored. troops. 


This shifting about of troops was 


made subsequent to the report by Ma- 
jor C. W. Penrose on the situation at 
Fort Brown, and after an appeal by 
Senator Culberson to the president. 


Major Penrose says a Mr. Evans 


and Dr. Combe, mayor of Brownsville, 
called on him. Evans said his wife 
was seized while entering her home 
by a negro, supposed to he a soldier, 
as he wore a khaki uniform. Mrs. 
Evans was unable to identify the 
man, but both she and her husband 
complained that the soldiers gathered 
near their home and annoyed them. 
That evening Major Penrose made an 
attpmpt to get all the soldiers into the 
reservation early. All but two men 
who were out on passes were gath- 
ered into the post, but shortly after 
midnight the engagement which re- 
sulted, so disastrously took place, and 
the whole garrison was awakened by 
a fusillade. As soon as the shooting 
ceased and it seemed safe to make 
an investigation, all but two soldiers 
answered the rollcall and the rifles 
were all in place and showed no 
marks which indicated that they had 
been fired. Cartridges 
and shells 


made at government arsenals were 
found near where the shooting took 
place, and Major Penroae expresses 
the opinion that eight or nine soldiers 
who had keys to the gun racks got 
their weapons, slipped out of the post 
and engaged in the battle with- citi- 
zens and managed to clean their guns, 
replace them in the racks and regain 
their places in the barracks during 
the excitement which prevailed. 


Of the attitude of the citizens at 


Brownsville toward 
negro soldiers 


Major Penrose says: "That the enlist- 
ed men have been subjected to indig- 
nities since their arrival here there 
can be no doubt, and this caused a 
good deal of feeling among them. The 
one case to which I attribute this out- 
break I will make the subject of an 
official report as soon as John. W. 
Vann, the collector 
of customs, re 


turns to the city." 


Major Penrose then outlines briefly 


the case in question. Two negro pri- 
vates, Newton and Lipscumb, were 
passing along a walk, Aug. 5, where 
some women were standing engaged 
in conversation -wilh a man named 
Tate, an employe of the customs of- 
fice. The negro privates walked sin- 
gle file between the women and a 
fence. 
Tate knocked Newton down 


with the butt of a revolver and is" re- 
ported to have said. 'I'll learn you to 
get off the sidewalk when there is a 
party of-women on the walk.' When 
Newton rose Tate is said to have cov- 
ered him with the revolver, command- 
ing, 'Damn you. leave or I will blow 
your brains out." This account of the 
affair is corroborated by Lipscumb." 
Major Penrose sought an official in- 
vestigation of the affair, but as the 
collector of customs, Mr. Arann. is out 
of the city it has been impossible to 
have the affair looked into.

would Jiave disclosed the bank to be 
insolvent, which the directors did not 
make. 


The court further finds that the 


board of directors, as a matter of fact 
and law, created the cashier, and the 
knov/ledge of the cashier was knowl- 
edge of the bank (directors), and un- 
der the law, the board of directors is 
chargeable with the knowledge of the 
rendition of the bank, as could have 
been ascertained by the exercise of 
ordinary care. The court finds that 
keeping the bank open for business 
after, its condition, known to 
the 


cashier was an invitation to the peo- 
ple to deposit, and was a fraud, which 
will vitiate the transaction as a de- 
posit, and prevent any title from vest- 
ing in the bank, and no title passed 
to the bank, to such deposits. 


The court cites with approval, the 


case of Richardson 
vs. the New Or- 


leans Debenture company (102 Fed. 
Rep., P. 780) which decides, "That 
when a bank secures money on depos- 
it after it was insolvent, the fraud 
avoids the implied contract between 
the parties by which the relation of 
debtor and creditor would ordinarily 
arise, and prevents the money depos- 
ited from becoming the property of 
the bank, and a trust is the equitable 
result." 


The Court of Common Pleas decid- 


ed in favor of Baker, the depositor, 
the Circuit court decided the same 
way, 
and the Supreme court affirms 


said judgments, deciding that Baker,
